—the physical facts of plenty. 
The monetary system must take 
its true place as an acounting 
system only, real wealth must 
be enthroned in its stead. 

The genius of the world is the 
heritage of the people of the | 
world and the 50 slaves that are 
locked in the lamp of science for 
every man, woman and child in 
the land must be released to 
serve a happier hunmanity. 

Going back to the roots of civil- 
ization for his background, Major | 
C. H. Douglas, noted British econ- | 
omist and founder of the Social | 
Credit movement, presented this} 
broad vision of an advancing world | 
and ripped the coverings from the | 
colossus of money in his Vancouver 
address Saturday night.

BRAIN TRUST — 
TO AID B. C. 
IS FORMING 


Premier Pattullo Will! 
Name Economic Coun- 
cil of Ten 


VICTORIA, March 26.—British 
Columbia's “brain trust” was nearer 
establishment today. 

With third reading given in the 
British Columbia legislature to the 
government's Economic Council 
Bill, the programme of Premier T.| 
D. Pattullo to effect economic re- | 
covery of the province was being | 
whipped into shape through legis- | 
lation adding powers to the cabinet. 

Foundation stone for the pro- 
gramme is the Special Powers Act 
which, still before the legislature, 
would give to the cabinet wide 
powers over economic affairs be-| 
tween the close of the present ses- 
sion and the opening of the next. 
Steps to formulate codes for in- 
dustries also are underway. 

Professor W. A. Carrothers of the 
University of British Columbia will 
head the economic council of 10 
members. The government plans to 
make it an investigating and advis- 
ory body, with membership includ- 
ing representatives from the chief 
phases of industry in the province,

HOMES RAZED 
IN HIGH WIND 


NEW ORLEANS, March 26—A 
thunder squall of great intensity 
blew down at least 75 houses in a 
five-block area in the Edgewood 
section of New Orleans shortly after 
8 a.m, today. At least a dozen in- 
jured persons had been brought out 
of the wreckage but an hour after 
the catastrophe no deaths had been 
reported, A baby was reported im- 
prisoned, dead or alive, under a 
house. 

The wind picked up a house from 
its foundation and set it on top of 
a truck parked in the street. 

Other houses were blown to bits 
while others were turned over or 
partly swept away. An area of seven 
blocks was a mass of wreckage and 
confusion. 

Dr. I. M. Cline, local weather of- 
ficial, said the wind was a thunder 
squall that is capable of causing 
violent damage over a small sur- 
ace,

MARKET BILL | 
FAR-REACHING 
IN ITS SCOPE: 


| Sweeping Powers to Reg-| 
ulate Trade Contained | 
in Legislation | 


OTTAWA, March 26.—Sweep- 
ing powers to regulate trade in | 
Canadian natural products are 
contained in legislation brought 
down in the House of Commons 
today by Hon. Robert Weir, min- 
ister of agriculture. The measure 
will be known as the National 
Products Marketing Act of 1934. 

The bill is regarded by those who} 
have studied it as a most far-reaeh- 
ing measure. It is doubtful, it is 
| contended, if any other country in| 
| the world has provided legislation 
with such great possibilities for or-| 
ganized producers to control the 
marketing of their products. | 

The bill provides for the creation | 
| of the Dominion marketing board 
with powers to regulate the market- 
,ing of any natural product which 
| the government by order in council | 
| may declare to be a regulated pro- 
duct. |

HIGH GLEE AS 


New Order Between Em- 
ployer and Working 
Man Visioned 


WASHINGTON, March 26,— 
President Roosevelt looks for a 
new order in the relations be- 
tween the working man and his 
employer as a result of his 11th- 
hour settlement of the controversy 
that threatened a general strike 
in the United States automobile 
industry. 

He and General Hugh S. Johnson 
obtained an agreement from execu- | 
tives and labor leaders Sunday | 
night after weeks of exhausting | 
negotiations. It established repre- 
sentation for all employees in deal- 
ing with management, while ex- 
tending fresh safeguards to all 
unions against intimidation or inter- 
ference. 

“It is my hope,” said the president, 
“this system may develop into a 
kind of works council in industry in 
which all groups of employees, 
whatever may be their choice of 
organization or form of represen-

VETS MUSTER TO 
AVERT CIVIL WAR 


U.S. Couple | 


| Step Solidly dly Behind Dou- 
mergue With Reform 
Plans — Scores Hurt in 


Riots Sunday. 


PARIS, March 26.—War veter- 
ans Sunday threw a force of 3,- 
000,000 men behind Premier Gas- 
ton Doumergue's drive to “save 
France from civil war and the 
risk of foreign invasion.” 

The Council of Veterans’ Na- 
tional Federation unanimously 
voted to launch a campaign to 
reform French politics, which a 
delegation immediately carried to 
Doumergue. 

Terms of the program will be 
drafted by a committee later, but 
it is expected to propose dissolution 
of parliament, reform of the con- 
stitution and votes for women. 

Sharp fighting flared in provin- 
cial France Sunday as political ex- 
tremists, ignoring the plea of Pre- 
mier Gaston Doumergue to guard 
against “civil war,” battled against 
each other. 


FIFTY INJURED IN FIGHT 

Fifty persons were injured in a 
clash at Toulon between Royalists 
and Socialists outside a meeting hall 
before police reinforcements could 
dispel the crowd. 

A score of others nursed bruises 
suffered in street skirmishes be- 
tween rightist and leftist followers 
at Tours, where gendarmes reported 
shots were fired.

FIREMEN HURT 
AS NIGHT CLUB 
IS DESTROYED 


Montreal Pleasure Palace 
Reduced to Ashes 


Sunday Morning 


MONTREAL, March 26.—Two 
hours after a gay Saturday night 
crowd had vacated the premises, 
fire broke out in the Stanley Grill 
Inc., an uptown cabaret on Stanley 
street, Saturday night, leaving in 
its wake a number of injured fire- 
men and damages estimated by the 
proprietor at $140,000. ‘The building 
was almost destroyed and will be 
rebuilt, the proprietors stated. 

Its origin undetermined, the 
blaze started in the basement of the 
night club and spread rapidly to 


}the upper storeys and the roof of 


the building which, in addition to 
the cabaret proper, housed a “stag” 
tavern. In battling the flames 20 
firemen suffered cuts about their 
hands and faces from flying glass, 
others were overcome partially by 
dense smoke while five others nar- 
rowly averted being hurled to their 
deaths when they crashed through 
the burning roof to the cabaret 
floor 30 feet below.

| Even Gustav Richter’s portrait is 
no greater proof of her beauty than 
the French diplomat’s subtle warn- 
ing before the Treaty of Tilsit. 
“*Sire, will you jeopardize your 
great conquests for a beautiful wo- 
man?” 

T he warning worked. For 
stronger than his fleeting fancy was 
Napoleon's egotism. Richter’s paint- 
ing is said to represent the moment 
Louise descended the stairs to plead 
for mercy from the conqueror of 
her stricken country. If that is true 
what humiliation and resentment 
and loathing were concealed by that 
lovely face. 


NAPOLEON'S TREATMENT 

To Napoleon goes the doubtful 
distinction of making history out of 
his ignoble treatment of a noble 
woman. On her he vented all his 
hatred of Prussia. Perhaps in Freud 
might lurk an explanation of his 
personal venom. Napoleon's inter- 
est in women did not extend to 
their intellects. He could not tol- 
erate women in politics. And for 
a beautiful woman to ride “like an 
Amazon” exhorting her troops to 
fight against him was unthinkable. 
He overlooked, conveniently, that 
Louise was forced to fight a weak

There is a story that Napoleon 
despite Talleyrand’s wily warning, 
was so impressed by Louise's beau- 
ty and charm that he was on the 
point of granting her request for 
Magdenburg, when her husband 
Frederick III bolted into the room! 
She gained nothing, but Napoleon 
never again insulted her, And when 
he learned of her death he said: 
“The king has lost his best minister. 
But she arrived too late at Tilsit.” 

Louise was only thirty-four when 
she died exhausted by hardships 
and too many burdens. For in ad- 
dition to sustaining Frederick III in 
war, in diplomacy, in politics, she 
bore him ten children. 


HOME-LOVING QUEEN 

How often the Napoleonic sneer 
that woman's place is the home is 
the woman’s prayer. Louise wanted 
nothing more than to preside lov- 
ingly over her family. Love domi- 
nated her life. She loved not only 
her dull, phlegmatic husband, her 
children, her country, she loved all 
humanity-—-except Napoleon. 

Of her children she said: “Above 
all I want to bring them up to be 
benificent friends to humanity.” 

Queen Louise of Prussia was the 
daughter of Charles LouiseFrederick 
of Mecklenburg-Strelitz. This un- 
important Prince could scarcely 
have foreseen the fantastic destiny

Everyone from the great poet 
Goethe to the King raved about 
her beauty. Not only were her big 
blue eyes, her golden hair, her ex- 
quisite figure extolled, but her 
beautiful character as well. She 
was intelligent, well educated, gift- 
ed, affectionate; sympathetic, gen- 
erous, altruistic—and trusting. 


BLAMED FOR WAR 


Yet Napoleon was not alone in 
blaming her for plunging her 
country into war. That she was 
betrayed by her admiration for and 
her belief in her false friend Czar 
Alexander $f Russia did not excuse 
her. Yet from the sufferings of 
Prussia came its later glory and the 
German Nation. In the days when 
Napoleon was threatening Europe it 
was Louise who said: “Our only 
hope is the closest alliance among 
all that bear German names.” 


Louise’s son William (grandfa- 
ther of ex-Kaiser William II) was 
proclaimed the first Emperor of 
Germany in the palace of Versailles 
on January 18, 1871. 

Queen Louise died in 1810. In 
1815 General Blucher who adored 
her and who never forgot Napo- 
leon’s insulting treatment, reached 
Montmartre, after Waterloo. 


Looking down upon Paris he 
murmured: 
“Louise is avenged.”

ROME, March 26.—Nearly 10,000,- 
000 voters gave Premier Mussolini 
and his Fascist regime an over-| 
whelming affirmation of approba- 
tion in a national plebiscite Sat- 
urday. 

The early returns last night left 
no doubt of the outcome, if any 
doubt really ever existed. The first 
official returns were from the prov- 
ince of Frosinone, where 98 per 
cent of the electors voted every 
vote in favor of the Fascist list of | 
deputies—the only list, in fact, pre-| 
sented. 

Election officials said only a few | 
scattered thousands voted against | 
the regime. 

The total 
Turin, Naples, Trieste, Genoa, Ven- | 
ice, Florence and Bologna showed 
98 per cent of Fascist votes cast. 

On the ballots were 400 govern- 
ment-elected candidates to the 29th 
Chamber of Deputies which meets 
April 28.

Has the standard of what is right and seemly

FREE MONEY REFUSED 


Premier Pattullo told the British Columbia 
|| legislature that at the Ottawa conference he 
suggested the Dominion Government should 
|| issue $200,000,000 to the provinces without 


interest, the provinces to create sinking funds 
which would assure the repayment of the 
money. 

This is news to the public, and very wel- 
i| come news, though the suggestion got nowhere. 
|| It shows that among the representatives of the 
provinces there was one man who had courage 
enough to demand that the provinces be allowed 
to use their credit without paying interest to 
private parties for the privilege.

Unless the President vetoes the House bill 
or it is killed in the Senate, only one guess is 
needed as to what will happen to what is left 
of Canada’s export trade in farm products to 
the Orient. United States products will fill the 
demand there, and the silver received for them 
will be converted into silver-backed dollars in 
the United States, just as good as any other 
dollars for paying debts and buying goods. The 
Canadian farmer will keep his products, so far 
as the Oriental peoples are concerned, and do 
without dollars. 


THE “BURDEN” 

The total value of farm production in Alberta 
last year was $113,000,000. That sum may be 
taken as roughly representing the amount of 
money that came into the province in payment 
for exported products. For while we produce 
also coal and timber and fish, the bulk of these 
are consumed at home; the balance exported 
may off-set the amount of farm products con- 
sumed in the province. The total of farm pro- 
duction is therefore probably a fair measure 
of the aggregate export, and the inflow of 
money and goods in payment. 

Of this amount, $7,000,000 must be collected 
by the Provincial Government and paid as 
interest on the provincial debt. Another $7,000,- 
000 must be collected and to retire the debt as 
it falls due. Whether the collecting is done at 
once, or is postponed to the future by the ex- 
pedient of temporary loans, makes no differ- 
ence. That proportion of the year’s income from 


ital charges—-most of them owing outside the 
province.

Men have placed women on the pinnacles in 
art and worshipped them, not because women 
are more worthy to be worshipped, but because 
men have an inner urge to create something 
and worship it. I sometimes wonder if that isn’t 
the case with the public and its idols. 

It would be inflammatory to discuss our own 
public men, but take the case of Hoover. Three 
years ago he was the strong tower of financial 
probity, taking his advice from the bankers, 
standing for payment of war debts, the sacred 
rights of interest and disbursing half a billion 
dollars to railway companies and banks that 
had gone into the red under his policies. Now 
none so poor as do him reverence. 


One hesitates to give information that may 
be misapplied, but a new crime has begun in 
United States. For want of a better term it 
might be called “dognapping.” Several valuable 
dogs have been dognapped lately and held for 
ransom. The ransom isn’t so great. It usually 
runs about $500 for show dogs, but then the 
risks and penalties are not so great. The dog 
can't talk after it gets back or give evidence 
before a jury. There's no life penalty for con- 
viction. It’s merely petty larceny. And whereas 
a man or woman or child is no use if the ran- 
som isn’t paid, and may have to be kept at risk 
or done away with, a goodlooking dog can 
always be sold and no questions asked.

With the British Columbia and Alberta 
legislatures—as well as numerous citizens 
anxious to find a way out of the Slough of 
Despond—sitting at the feet of Major C. H. 
Douglas as he expounds his Socjal Credit Plan, 
a little about the Major himself may be of 
interest. 

He is a Scot, a cousin of Lord Weir, a grad- 
uate of Cambridge university and a member of 
the Institutes of Mechanical and Electrical 
Engineering. 

At one time he was head of the Westing- 
house organization in India. While there he 
came into frequent contact and conversation 
with the Comptroller of Indian Currency. That 
started his mind grappling with financial and 
economic questions. 

On the outbreak of war, Douglas returned 
to England and was appointed assistant director 
of the Royal Aircraft Works at Farnborough. 
There he found it necessary to study cost 
accountancy very closely. One day he was 
struck with the fact that the total of wages 
and salaries paid out each week by the Royal 
Aircraft Works was not equal to the price of 
the goods produced, This condition he saw 
was common to all manufacturing establish- 
ments. Consequently, he reasoned, it must be 
a fact that the total amount of purchasing 
power distributed by British industry as a 
whole was not sufficient over any given period 
to purchase the products created during that 
period, 

That is the basic postulate of the Douglas 
philosophy—-that industry generates values 
more rapidly than it distributes purchasing 
power, and that industry is the sole source of 
purchasing power, His “plan” of issuing retire- 
able social credit to span the gap between the 
volume of values created and the lesser volume 
of purchasing power, so that production, issu- 
ing of social credit, consumption, retirement of 
social credit, production, issuance of social 
credit, consumption, retirement of social credit, 
keep on in continuous circulation just as the 
blood keeps on circulating and recirculating 
through the human body, has attracted numbers 
of recognized writers and students of economics. 

A. R, Orage, the brilliant editor of the New 
English Weekly—by many people of discrim- 
ination regarded as the finest critical review in 
the English language—is one of Douglas's most 


tireless supporters. Another, well known to 
many Canadians in another aspect of his 
talents, is Maurice Colbourne. Not every ad- 


mirer of Maurice Colbourne, the actor, is aware 
that he is a student of economics and author 
of two volumes, “Economic Nationalism” and 
“Unemployment or War.” Eamonn de Valera is 
another of his supporters. One would like to 
see it tried out in the Irish Free State. No one 
would begrudge the Irish whatever measure of 
wealth and happiness they would achieve in 
the experiment. 

Certain it is that overproduction and unem- 
ployment are both rife, both rooted in the same 
defect of our economic organization and both 
seemingly cancellable equations. If Douglas, the 
prophet, becomes the new Moses to lead man- 
kind out of the wilderness, his name will be 
called blessed by many generations,

What Is a *Good” 


Diagnosis? 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The word diagnosis is a hard one to under- 
stand and not everyone knows the meaning of 
it. I believe I can explain it to you best by 
painting a word picture; suppose you have been 
sick all night, you think the hours will never 
pass, you watch the clock, you grow more 
miserable, and finally you say 
to yourself, “I am going to a 
doctor first thing in the 
morning.” In the morning 
you wonder if you can not 
put off the trip to the doctor's 
office and then you see that 
your face in the mirror looks 
tired and drawn, your skin 
hasn’t a good color and the 
thought of breakfast makes 
you feel worse. You finally 
decide to go ahead and have 
a talk with your physician. All the way down 
to his office you remind yourself that the first 
question you want to ask him is the name of 
the disease which kept you awake last night. 

When the doctor answers your first question 
and tells you the name of your trouble, he 
makes a diagnosis of your case. To diagnose 
your ailment means to decide what disease you 
have. Or, to put it into everyday words, he 
tells you what is wrong with you. 

Very often the patient has a natural desire 
to have this question answered right away and 
is disappointed if the doctor wishes to spend 
some time in making an examination before 
deciding on the diagnosis. However, the doctor 
who takes sufficient time to find out what is 
really wrong with you before making a diag- 
nosis is giving your case more careful consid- 
eration than the doctor who diagnoses your case 
after seeing you for only a very short time. 

There is absolutely no question in my mind 
but that a complete examination of the entire 
body should come first and the diagnosis should 
come second. When your case has been handled 
in this way, the doctor knows everything there 
is to know about your individual case before 
deciding the nature of the disease from which 
you are suffering. He is thereby better able 
to diagnose it correctly. When you know what 
your real trouble is, you are then ready to start 
the treatment which will best give you relief. 

Undoubtedly, many patients waste both time 
and money because they receive “snap” diag- 
noses without the complete examination being 
taken first. I see many examples of this in the 
letters which come to me, in which the patient 
says doctor number 1 says he has stomach 
trouble while doctor number 2 says he has 
appendicitis. The reader then wants me to de- 
cide which disorder is actually present. I must 
tell him that there is no way in which I can 
diagnose his case by mail, judging from symp- 
toms alone. 

The best way for the patient to secure a 
“good” diagnosis is to have a thorough examin- 
ation, such as can only be given when the doc- 
tor has the proper equipment, together with a 
wide experience in handling different diseases 
which has taught him to correctly diagnose 
them.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 
ON THIS DATE in 1821, the 
war for the control of the fur 


trade of Western Canada came to 
an end. Right from the date of 
the creation of the Hudson's Bay 
Company, with Prince Rupert at 


-_-oO— 


its head, on May 13, it had had to | 


fight for its territory. The French 
at first deemed the coming of the 
English company an invasion of 
their rights and there was plenty 
of fighting and sacking of forts, 
but the treaty of Utrecht in 1713 
recognized the right of Great Bri- 
tain to exclusive rights in the 
north and from that time on the 
French traders abandoned their 
aggression. 

But opposition came to the H. 
B. C. from within Canada after it 
had been in existence for 
years. In 1779 the merchants of 
Montreal began to reach out for 
a share of the profits of the fur 
trade. The North West Company 
of Montreal was organized with 
Benjamin and Joseph Frobisher 
and Simon McTavish at its head 
at Montreal and Simon Frazer, 
William McGillivray and (later) 
the famous Alexander Mackenzie, 
the first to make the overland 
journey to the Pacific coast, as 
“wintering partners,’ they re- 
maining during winter in the fur 
bearing wilderness. 

Then followed years of bloody 
warfare. In the bitter trade ri- 
valry that was aroused the em- 
ployees of the two companies 
killed not only the beaver and the 
buffalo, but each other, and inno- 
cent onlookers as well, including

many of the first settlers on the 
Red River. Finally, after much 
blood had been shed, there came 
a desire for “peace with honor” 
through amalgamation. After long 
negotiations, and lawsuits in the 
courts of Lower and Upper Can- 
ada, and much wrangling before 
the British parliament, they came 
to terms and were united under 
the name of the Hudson's Bay 
Company 

While the final negotiations for 
the fur peace were in progress 
there was born in Scotland a boy 
(only a little over six months old 
when the amalgamation § took 
place) who was destined to be the 
last commissioner of the H. B. C 
(as that office then was) the me- 
diatory by which tne Hudson's 
Bay territory was to be transfer- 
red to Canada, and one of the 
men whose enterprise construct- 
ed the C, P. R. and converted the 
battle ground of the fur traders 
into a mighty empire under the 
British flag. Donald A. Smith 
was the last of the old fur traders, 
but he came to recognize that the 
old regime had parsed and that 
civilization must replace semi- 
barbarism, So it was that when 
the time came for the transfer 
of the H. B. territory to Canada 
he did his bit not only to protect 
the rights of the original settlers 
but to make known to the people 
of Eastern Canada and of the 
world the potentialities of the 
country over which the rivals of 
the fur trade fought for more 
than 40 years.

| A NEW ECONOMIC PATHWAY 


That admirably written bro- 
chure, “Economic Madness and 
the Path to Sanity,” by W. A. 
Tutte, has given Vancouver peo- 
ple a clear and valuable notion 
of Douglas Social Credit. 

Now Major C. H. Douglas him- 
self comes to this city to further 
explain his theories.

News that the Labor party, standing uncompromisingly for 
Socialism in our own time, had gained control of municipal gov- 
ernment in the Greater London area for the first time should 
bring before Ottawa the knowledge that the wave of Socialism 
is growing in volume and increasing in speed. 

One great factor in Britain, which operates with lesser force, 
but still with considerable force in Canada, is the constant agita- 
tion for more army and more navy and more preparation for 
war. The common people are arguing that very few millionaires, 
very few generals and admirals and: very few war promoting 


politicians get shot. 


The targets are common people; and as the 


Socialists are the only people who oppose war and war profiteer- 
ing on every possible occasion, they gain many adherents from 
among the millions who believe that all wars have a profiteering 
basis and are so conducted that the ordinary citizens suffer all the 


dangers. 


One of the most largely attended mass meetings of recent 
years in Britain dealt with the subject of preventing the making 


of munitions of war for profit. 


One paragraph from the report 


will show the state of public feeling: 
“Other speeches developed the argument for suppressing 


the manufacture of arms for private profit. 


Mr. Duff Cooper,

ject, and every member who voted against Mr. Rhys Davies's 


motion, ought to have 


heard the storm of cheers which

Sir Herbert Samuel: 


“But the Socialists, weak in constructive ideas, are strong 
when they protest against the evils that attach to our present 


industrial system. 


Those evils are many and obvious.

contrast between the vast fortunes made by lucky speculation 
with the poverty that often persists through a lifetime of 
steady labor; the immense authority granted to capital, and 
the subordinate status even of the organized workmen; the 
wrong balance in our economic life between finance and ° 
production—these are a cause of moral offence and social un- 


rest. 


Until our country rids itself of those evils there will be 


no steady effort of the whole people of all classes towards a 
full and lasting national prosperity.”

THE VALLEY OF DRY BONES 

Editor Bulletin: In these days 
of national blight, one is re- 
minded of the vision of the He- 
brew prophet, the Valley of Dry 
Bones, “Lo, they were very dry.” 
And the word of the Lord came 
to the prophet, “O, ye dry bones, 
behold I will cause breath to 
enter into you, and ye shall live.” 
So he prophesied unto the four 
winds and the winds breathed on 
the bones, “and they lived and 
stood up upon their feet, an ex- 
ceeding great army!” 

In Canada today we need the 
breath of life, the Breath of real- 
ity, to breathe upon the dry bones 
of our body politic. Consider the 
realities. A fair land, richly 
blessed by nature with great pro- 
ductive capacity and _ potential 
wealth, (the stock theme of pol- 
iticians and after-dinner orators 
in the haleyon days of our pros- 
perity), peopled by a hardy, en- 
ergetic and resourceful race. And 
yet, on every hand, privation and 
poverty multitudes doomed to 
enforced idleness by the stagna- 
tion of industry and the substitu- 
tion of machine power for human 
labor; youth pouring from our 
schools and colleges, fully trained 
for the work of life, but finding 
no openings. Millions of bushels 
of the finest wheat in the world, 
and food of every description in 
abundance, but in the cities 
hungry men, women and children 
in lack of food. Stores stocked 
with clothing, and underclad hu- 
man beings in dire need of cloth- 
ing, but unable to purchase for 
lack of the means of exchange in 
the shape of money, which is the 
sole title to goods. These are the 
realities, There is a manifest and 
glaring contradiction between the 
bounty of nature, aided by 
science and the brains and skill of 
man on the one hand, and a low 
standard of living on the other, 
Nature and science offer to man- 
kind a rich and abundant life, 
vut impoverished humanity re- 
gretfully turns its back on the 
gift. Why? 

Of these two outstanding facts 
of the world today, Professor R. 
F, Irvine says: “Each of them 
contains an explosive force which 
endangers the life of society; for 
science and the power machine 
cannot function fully in an im- 
poverished community, and the 
controllers of them will be driven 
to compete and then to fight for 
markets; and impoverished peo- 
ples can no longer be relied upon 
to submit tamely to a degradation 
which is wholly unnecessary.” 
Jointly they constitute what men, 
with their love for alliteration, 
have called the paradox amidst 
plenty.

HIGHWAYS—RAILROADS 

Editor Bulletin: We notice that 
highways construction will re- 
quire $100,000 more this year 
than in the past in Alberta. 

Upon looking over the change 
that has taken place in trans- 
portation over the past three or 
four years one would be forced 
to the following conclusions: 

The two railway systems are 
running at a considerable loss, 
something like $60,000,000 per 
year, 

The provincial governments are 
hundreds of thousands 
of dollars on highway construc- 
tion, most of which is borrowed 
money. 

Hundreds of trucks and busses 
on these roads in 
competition to the railroads. 

Owing to this heavy traffic the 
upkeep is nearly as expensive as 
the building of the highway in 


| the first place. 


Is it any wonder that people 
want to know where we are go- 
ing next and, what is going to be- 
come of the railroads which are 


| our greatest asset? 


One is certain, trucks

for the same figure that the rail- 
roads can, to say nothing of haul- 
ing a 100 ton article across the 
continent. 

The railroad systems of Canada 
are in grave danger of complete 
bankruptcy and unless busses and 
trucks are stopped from carry- 
ing pay loads parallel to the rail- 
road, and better service given on 
the latter, this is bound to hap- 
pen, 

Railways should increase their 
service instead of diminishing it, 
and at such points as could not 
support a local train put a motor 
bus on the track, 

This bus would operate cheaper 
than on the highway, would be 
able to run on schedule, and use 
the facilities offered by the depot 
both for tickets, waiting room and 
express handling. 

One thing sure is that either 
the railroads or the busses and 
trucks will have to cease to op- 
erate in competition, and since 
we can hardly do without the 
railroads the busses and trucks 
may as well go. 

We should build and improve 
our railroads and use them, con- 
centrate employment on this, and 
leave highways, at least unneces- 


sary ones, out of the building 
program.

The only way it comes 
into circulation is primarily as a 
loan from some bank; or through 
a deposit which originates as a 
loan

available to ever pay off all the 
debt to the banks with interest. 

This makes the bank tredit 
debt a “chain” debt; any debt 
retired with interest may only

This sequence makes banking 
loans progressive and accumula- 
tive; being such, the principle of 
compounding interest operates.

Ham casserole served with spin- 
ach and a dessert of fresh fruit 
makes an appetizing meal. 

One slice ham cut one inch thick, 
potatoes, onions, pepper, mustard, 
ginger, 1 cup milk. 

Slice enough raw, peeled pota 
toes to more than half fill a baking 
dish or casserole, Season with pep- 
per. Cover with a thick layer of 
onions sliced thin. Season with 
pepper, Place on top the slice of 
ham which has been soaked in cold 
water for two hours. Sprinkle over 
1, teaspoon each of ginger and 
mustard, Pour in milk at one side 
of the dish. Cover and bake 1% 
hours in a moderate oven. Serve 
from baking dish. Choose ham with 
a rim of fat. During the baking 
the potatoes absorb this fat as it 
melts and a dish of rich savory 
flavor is the result. 

Sweet potatoes can be used in 
place of white, adding 2 table- 
spoons brown sugar. This dish must 
be watched toward the end of bak- 
ing and a low heat must be main- 
tained. 


CASSEROLE OF MEAT 
AND VEGETABLES 

This is a splendid way to use up 
the Sunday’s roast of veal Ham 
is added for flavor. 

Cooked veal, % cup cooked ham, 
2 tablespoons fat, 12 tiny onions, 1 
cup canned tomatoes, 1 cup water, 
1 bouillon cube, 1% cup diced cel- 
ery, 1 teaspoon salt, % teaspoon 
pepper, 2% cups potato marbles, 2 
tablespoons flour, 1 cup cooked 
string beans or peas.

BOOST RATHER THAN BERATE 
THE SLOWER CHILD 


Setting standards for children 
is the subject Olive Roberts Bar- 
ton writes about in another of 
her articles on Child Training. 


Too many lives are sacrificed, too 
much happiness is missed, too 
many conflicts rage, because of a 
word that has become a _ fetish 
amongst us. Standard! 


Before I write what I have in 
mind, please let me say that there 
must be a stand- 
ard. Without it we 
would be back in 
the dark ages. Man 
must work ahead 
of himself if he is 
to progress. Be- 
sides, standard is a 
nice thing. To hitch 
one's wagon to a 
star is not a bad 
idea. Indeed it is 
a very good one— 
provided that in 
the journey we do 
not become physi- 
cal and nervous 
wrecks, and failure to reach it does 
not torture us with shame. 

But let us look today at little 
“Jimmy” and “standard.” Or, rather 
at Jimmy and Richard. We must 
have two protagonists here, be- 
cause Richard is going to be the 
boy who will always get there, who 
is never going to disappoint us and 
who never worries about the mark 
set for him to reach, 


THE SLOWER CHILD 

Jimmy is just a nice normal lit- 
tle boy, a little slower about ma- 
turing and whose mental processes 
take their deliberate time. Some 
day possibly he may pass Richard. 
Or, he may not. He's just Jimmy 
and Jimmy is what he is. 

The day the big school doors 
open and Jimmy confusedly steps 
inside he is instantly confronted 
by standard. He must make his 
“A's” and “B's” as nearly like the 
copy as possible. From that min- 
ute on throughout school life he 
is always striving for a far goal, 
In lessons, in conduct, in marks, 
he has the aim of perfection hung 
over his head and is judged by 
his failure to reach it. 

At home he is supposed to be 
learning other lessons, the lessons 
of politeness, cleanliness, helpful- 
ness and all the niceties, Again, 
the placard of perfection hangs 
over his head 

If he takes music lessons, or if 
he’s only learning to hold a fork

properly, or to wash his ears, there 
is standard again. He must learn 
to do things right and as quickly as 
possible. 

It is wise, I think, to repeat that 
standard is necessary and that per- 
fection is the goal toward which we 
must try to work, but the average 
child cannot be perfect in a hurry. 
It takes time and we are too im- 
patient, Not only that but put your- 
self in the child’s place and face a 
hundred such efforts each day, each 
hour and each minute, Grown-ups 
strive toward one or two or more 
Ultima Thules, but they could not 
live under the pressure required of 
children. 

Jimmy, if he has impatient or ex- 
acting parents or teachers, may be 
very unhappy. He may even be 
cross or nervous or sick. He won't 
do much about it because he can’t. 
although one older boy not long 
ago who: belonged to an organiza- 
tion that laid too heavy a stress 
on merit, went out into the woods 
with a gun and left a note saying 
he was no good and couldn't make 
the grade. He had to have relief 
—and what a relief! 


THE PARENTS’ COURSE 


If Richard is Jimmy’s brother, it 
is still worse. Here is a daily ex- 
ample to live with, of things some- 
one else can do and he cannot. And 
he is very possibly compared with 
the lucky one. I speak of boys, but 
I mean girls, too. 

Since we cannot refute standard, 
and must continue to canonize per- 
fection, what is there to do? 

The answer seems obvious. To 
help Jimmy all we can, encourage 
effort rather than result and to 
have patience, 

To criticize and nag will only 
make things worse. If he says: 
“I can’t” and we answer brutally: 
“There is no such word as can't. 
Aren’t you ahead of yourself?” 
I believe we are laying a founda- 
tion for failure. 

If we say: “Yes, it's hard, but, 
dear, do try and if you cannot do 
it at all, don’t worry,” he himself

These 
averaged $63.72 per acre gross and 
about $35 net, “our only paying 
crop,” he added. 

Most of the irrigated land, he 
said, will have to be used for mixed 
farming, and cannot bear the pres- 
ent water rates. 

Whereas the assessment at Taber 
is $2 per acre, that at Magrath is 
$5 an acre, said Mr. Bridges, who 
told a doleful tale. 

Of the 6,975 acres served by the 
Magrath system, 1,800 comes under 
an old agreement for $1 an acre, of 
which 75 cents is given to the C.P.R. 
The water rights to the C.P.R. call- 
ed for $3,375 a year in perpetuity, 
though latterly the company had 
been content to take one-eighth of 
the crop. 

Sugar beets were the paying crop 
at Magrath, though they only yield- 
ed $40 an acre, of which half was 
profit. The bond issue of $250,000 
on the plant is held by the C.P.R. 

“Arrears,” said Mr. Bridges, “run 
as high as $15 and $20 an acre, and 
it is impossible to carry on, If we 
could get it for $1 an acre I think 
we all could carry on.” 


LONG HAUL COSTLY 

Mr. Beers, who tock seventeenth 
prize at Regina last year for his} 
wheat entry, said that the settlers | 
at New West had to haul six miles 
to a railway spur and 75 miles to 
Medicine Hat. While they could 
grow beets successfully, it was too 
far to ship them profitably. Wheat 
was the only cash crop, and it was 
steadily impoverishing the land. 

Water assessments at New West 
had averaged $6.73 per acre over a 
term of years. 

“I know one man who raised 3,000 
bushels of wheat. After he had paid 
all charges he had just enough left 
to buy himself two tons of coal,” he 
said. 

In his own case, Mr. Beers said, 
he had to put in an income from 
other sources to pay the losses on 
his farm, because he was attached 
to the place and didn't want to 
leave if he could possibly stay.

“Of every article there is an ac- 
tual or potential surplus. You see it 
in the United States, where they 
are paying a bonus to produce less 
wheat, not more wheat. You see it 
with cotton and wool. The same 
thing is pitiably true of butter in 
New Zealand, from which I have 
just come. 

“All over the world the actual 
or potential productive surplus is 
shown by idle machinery, untill- 
ed farms, unused labor. 

“The physical facts of plenty 
face anyone who will give five 
minutes’ study to tne problem. 
_.“Until we all disabuse or de- 
hypnotize ourselves of the idea that 
what we want to do is to get the 
world back to work, to put the 
clock back to the time when there 
was physical scarcity, we are not 
capable mentally or physically of 
offering any plans for dealing with 
the present situation.

“It is said that the present crisis 
is immediately due to the money 
system.

WHAT IS MONEY? 

“Money has been defined by Gen. 
Walker, an eminent United States

“Let us go back for a moment to 
ancient days. If a man had cattle, 
and he wanted grain, he would 
trade cattle for grain. 

“Then someone made a disc and 
discs were given the buyer in 
token of the sale if he did not 
want to take the cattle away with 
him immediately. When he 
came for the cattle later he would 
surrender the discs. 

“Thus wealth and money origin- 
ated at the same point. 

“No doubt the first inflation came 
when some bright fellow produced 
discs unrepresented by cattle, and 
| we've had a lot of that since then. 


THE FIRST BANKERS 

“Skip now to the Middle Ages 
when the goldsmiths were the chief 
dealers in money. That was be- 
cause they had the safest vaults, 
and the nobles would bring their 
pieces of gold plate and other valu- 
ables to them for safe keeping. Re- 
ceipts written on parchment were 
| given the nobles for their deposits. 
| “These receipts were lineal an- 
cestors of today’s notes and the 
goldsmiths were the first bankers 

“Then the receipts began to 
change hands. It was more con- 
| venient to pass the receipts from 


{hand to hand than the valuables 
| themselves. 
“Here was a development of 


world importance. The power of 
| issuing moncy was transferred 
from the owner o! the wealth to 
the receiver of the wealth, 

| “After a while the goldsmiths be- 
| gan to issue extra receipts. They 
were quite safe as long as all the 
receipts were not presented at once 
and the good faith of the goldsmiths 
| was not destroyed. 


THE “SHOWDOWN” IN 1914 
“Let us come now to 1914 by 
| which time this had become a con- 


tary system. And all the notes and 
accounts were cashable on demand 
{in some form of solid wealth. 

“Well, it was tried in the 1914 
panic—the panic of Aug, 4, 1914. 
Deposits in the joint stock banks 
of Great Britain amounted to 900 
millions and everybody wanted 
their money back at the same 
time. 

“The banks paid out 300 mil- 
lions in gold—all the gold there 
was. I believe the Bank of Eng- 
land had only 10 millions left and 
the joint stock banks were empty. 

“So 600 millions of receipts 
were out against valuables that 
did not exist. 

“Bankers would say it had been 
long recognized that this is only a 
convention, that the system only 
worked when you didn't try it. 
Bankers have been described as 
fellows who lend you an umbrella 
when it is fine and then take it 
back when it rains, 

“Then came the moratorium of 
1914 and after the banks had been 
closed four days they opened again 
and notes appeared bearing the 
well-known name Bradbury, secre- 
tary of the treasury. 

“These notes said on their face 
that they were good for one pound 
sterling. But if you took one to the 
Bank of England and asked for a 
pound sterling, they said ‘certainly’ 
and passed out another note, just 
the same only cleaner. 

“These notes were used just as 
well as any other form of money 
was used and they are what we are 
using now. 

REAL BASIS OF MONEY 

“Now these notes rest on the gen- 
eral willingness of the productive 
| organization of the country to sup- 
| ply goods and services. 

“Yet this money issued by the 
banks is claimed as the property 
of the organizations which create 
and issue it. 
| “Nobody of any consequence now 
denies that when a bank lends 
practically creates the

Part two of the bill gives author- 
ity to investigate and regulate price 
spreads in the handling of regulated 
products and provides penalties up 
to a $10,000 fine when these regula- 
tions are broken. 

The Dominion Marketing Act will 
have its head office in Ottawa. The 
size of the board is not given in the 
act but is understood at the start 
it will consist of three persons. 
Under it will be local boards and 
also it is expected the provincial 
governments will set up provincial 
boards to administer the act in re- 
gard to any particular commodity 
which it has been decided to 
regulate. 

MINISTER MAY ACT 

In deciding what products shall 
be regulated, the minister may act 
on his own initiative or the produc- 
ers may petition the minister. to 
act. 

Subject to certain 
the powers of the board 
forth in the bill as follows: 

1, To regulate the time and place 
of marketing the regulated prod- 
uct, and to determine the manner 
of distribution and the quantity and 
quality or grade of the regulated

Coal Oil Into Coal Stove 
—Fire Follows 


SARNIA, Ont., March 26. — A 
mother and her  15-months-old 
child were dead yesterday from 
burns received when kerosene ex- 


ploded while it was being poured} 


in a small coal stove at the home 
of Thomas Chambers of Corunna. 

The dead are Mrs. Jessie Young, 
40, wife of Robert Young of Sarnia, 
and her daughter Margaret, 15 
months old. 

Mrs. Young was attempting to 
light the coal stove with kerosene 
from a can when an explosion re- 
sulted, Fire followed and spread 
to the woman's clothing. She dash- 
ed to the baby carriage to remove 
the child from the house, which she 


| feared would burn. 


As Mrs. Young picked the baby 
up, flames from her clothing spread 
to the baby’s. Blinded from flames 
from her burning garments, the 
mother did not notice the baby's 
burning dress. She ran outside and 
rolled the child on the ground. 

Mrs. Young's frantic screams at- 
tracted neighbors. They found the 
woman standing in the yard with 
her clothes burned from her body 
and her eyes burned shut. 


The baby was lying on the 
ground, its clothes also burned 
from its body. When Dr. L. R. 


Aiken, Courtright coroner, arrived 
the baby was dead. Mrs. Young 
was rushed to Sarnia general hos- 
pital, where she died four hours 
later. An inquest will be held. 

Mrs, Young came to Canada from 
England.

| Settlement of Grave Motor 
Woes Made By U.S. 
President 


WASHINGTON, March 26.—Set« 
Mement of the threatened United 
States automobile strike was an- 
nounced last night at the White 
House 

Stephen T. Early, a secretary of 
President Roosevelt, made the ane 
nouncement 

“The following statement 
made by the President: 

“The President appreciates the 
co-operation and the good public 
spirit that has been exhibited all 
through these days of discussion by 
both the representatives of the em- 
ployers and the representatives of 
the employes. He feels both have 
been actuated by high considera- 
tions of the public good.” 

Terms of the Labor agreement 
finally reached at the end of 
lengthy negotiations at the White 
House were not immediately avail- 
able 


was 


Mr. Roosevelt spent the after- 
noon with a Labor delegation 
headed by William Green, presi- 


dent of the American Federation of 
Labor. 
TWO-HOUR MEDIATION 


After obtaining an acceptance of 
his peace proposals by the manu-~ 


facturers, the President called 
Labor leaders, headed by Green, 
to the White House and brought 


them into an agreement 

For more than two hours he talk- 
ed to the employes’ representatives 
and then shortly afterwards settie- 
ment of the dispute was announced, 

The settlement brought an end to 
a drawn-out controversy which had 
threatened a strike involving 250,000 
men in the motor plants and menac- 
ing the administration’s recovery 
program. 

In a statement, Mr. Roosevelt said 
the agreement stipulated that em- 
ployes shall have the right to choose 
their own representative to barg- 
ain with employers and there should 
be no discrimination “in any way 
against any employee on the ground 
of his union labor affiliations.” 

This gives the right to the auto+ 
mobile workers to choose freely 
whether they wish to belong to a 
company: union or to a union affil- 
iated with the American Federation 
| of Labor. 

In arriving at the agreement, the 
president laid down in plain terms 
the principles for general relations 
between employers and employes. 


COLLECTIVE BARGAIN RIGHTS 
He reduced “to plain language” 
the much discussed section of the 
National Recovery Act granting the 
right of collective bargaining. 

“Employes have the right,’ said 
the president, “to organize into a 
group or groups.” 

“Discrimination against employ- 
ees because of their labor affilia- 
tions, or for any other unfair or 
unjust reason is barred.” 

William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
headed the labor men who talked 
with the president at the executive 
mansion. Hugh §S,. Johnson, recov- 
|ery administrator, also participated 
}and was instrumental in bringing 
the manufacturers into the accord, 

After the White House had the 
|settlements — reached long after 
| nightfall—Green issued a statement 
| Saying: 

GREEN'S STATEMENT 

“The terms of the settlement of
